ROBERT  JEFFRIES— 1656 


The  ancestor  of  the  JerTries  Family  in  America  was 
Robert  Jeiiries,  who  was  born  in  England  in  165G,  when 
Cromwell  was  in  the  height  of  his  pov/er  as  Lord  Protector 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

His  father  was  John  Jc(Trie.s,  of  Wiltshire,  “a  respect¬ 
able  'hountry  gentleman  and  land  proprietor,"  whose  fam¬ 
ily  line  traced  back  to  the  tenth  century. 

He  spelled  his  name  Jefferies.  Members  of  his  father's 
lineage  then  spelled  their  name  five  ways,  viz:  Jefieris, 
Jefferies,  Jeffries,  Jeffcrcy.s,  Jeffreys,  and  descendants 
continue  to  do  so  to  the  present  time  in  England  and 
America. 

HE  EMIGRATES  FROM  ENGLAND  TO  AMERICA  IN  1G81. 

Being  a  younger  son,  unmarried  and  vigorous,  and  with 
no  special  inheritance  or  prospects  to  look  forward  to  at 
home,  Robert  Jeffries  concluded  to  try  his  fortunes  in  tlio 
New’  fVorld  across  the  Atlantic,  where  English  settlements 
had  for  some  years  been  made,  and  whither  had  gone  some 
colonists  he  personallj^  knew, 

■  Accordingly,  with  an  adventurous  spirit  of  enterprise, 
‘‘in  the  8th  month,"  when  tw’enty-hve  years  old,  he  left 
the  shores  of  England,  where  Charles  II  w'as  King,  sailing 
from  Bristol  harbor,  and,  after  two  months'  voyage, 
“reached  America  on  yo  XVth  of  ye  Tenth  month,  one 
thousand  sir  hundred  eighty  and  one." 

This  W’as  December  1.5th,  1G81 — for,  according  to  the 
“Old  Style"  of  calendar  (until  the  year  1752),  the  year 
began  in  March,  w’hich  wa.s  called  the  “first  month."

The  ship  on  w’hich  he  came  shilcd  up  the  Delaware  Bay, 
and  from  thence  went  a  short  distance  up  a  creek  to  a 
settlement.  As  to  weather,  they  had  a  cold  reception,  for 
the  record  states  that  the  waters  of  the  creek  were  frozen, 
and,  on  account  of  ice,  much  trouble  w'as  experienced  i)y 
the  passengers  in  getting  ashore  at  "Rohert  Wade’s  laiui- 
ing."  They  were;  however,  wuirinly  and  hospitably  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  people  of  the  seUlement,  who  were  English, 
Welsh,  butch,  Swedes  and  Indians.

.THE  UPLANDS  SETTLEMENT, 


‘  -f'-This  settlement  was  called  ''‘Uplands/' .  and  was  the 
earliest  made  in  the  “Province  of  Pennsylvania."  It  is 
-now  known  as  (old)  “Chester"  (so  afterwards  named  by 
■William  Penn) — the  most  ancient  town  in  Pennsylvania — 
■  the  present  county  scat  of  Delaware  county,  13  miles 
south-west  of  Philadelphia.  . 

•  '  "^But  Philadelphia  then  did  not  have  existence,  no  special 
settlement  having  been  made  there. 

^William  Penn  had  not  yet  come  across  the  ocean,  though 
;  he  was  known  and  regarded  by  the  settlers  as  the  pro- 

•  prietor  and  Governor  of  the  Province,  as  he  had,  in  the 
'previous  year,  1G81,  been  granted  a  Charter,  embracing 
the- lands  of  the  whole  territory,  “by  our  Sovereigne  Lord 
Charles  ye  Second,  by  the  Grace  of  God  Kinge  of  England, 
Scotland,  France  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  xhe  Faith,  & 

.soforth."  •  . 


WILLIAM  PENN  COMES  TO  AMERICA. 


The  follow’ing  year,  in  the  last  of  October,  1-C82,  William 


•Penn  for.  the  first  time  visited  America,  and

plons  for  establishing  his  city  of  “Brotherly  Love"  where 
Philadelphia  now  stands.  Here  also  Penn  held  “Assem-- 
.  ./.blies"  of  the  settlers,  and  organized  the  Government  of  his

'f-W  i,ylvanla,"  haying  been  born  at  Uplands  in  1679. 

.  ...  y  llobc'rt  JciTrie.s  also  owned  land  .in  Philadelphia,  for, 
according  to  the  speculation  inducing  conditions  of  sale, 
every  purclinsor  of  land  from  Penn  was  entitled  to  “a  lot 
free"  in  that  embryonic  city,  which  was  founded  in  1C83.

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HI3  FIRST  MARRIAGE. 


In  168S,  at  Chichester — when  William  and  Mary  were 
King  and  Queen  of  ICngland — Robert  JelTrios  married 
Jane  Chandler,  daughter  of  George  and  Jane  Chandler. 
She  was  born  in  Marlborough,  England,  in  1G70,  and  emi¬ 
grated  w’ith  her  parents’  family  to  Chichester  in  1GS7. 

Her  father  died  of  small  pox  when  on  this  voyage  to 
America.  The  record  says:  “He  Deceased  on  the  Xth 
of  the  Seaventh  mo.  in  his  passiage  to  pensilvania.’'  Un¬ 
daunted  by  the  loss  of  her  husband,  tlie  widow  Chandler 
bought  property  and  land  at  Chichester  and  settled  with 
her  family  of  seven  children,  of  whom  Jane  w'as  the  oldest. 
In  1689  the  widow  married  Wm.  Hawkes,  who  died  in 
1G94;  and  in  1G95  she  married  her  third  husband  James 
Baylis,  who  died  in  Philadelphia  in  1716.  Tv/o  years 
afterwards,  in  1713,  the  widow  died  at  the  home  of  her 
son-in-law  Robert  Jeffries.  All  were  Quakers. 

With  a  family  of  children  growing  up  around  him,  Rob¬ 
ert  Jeffries  continued  to  reside  at  Chichester,  prospering 
weHdn  all  things.  .  . 


HIS  PSreSONAL  APPEARANCE. 

No  portrait  of  him  exists,  but  tradition  of  his  presonal 
appearance  and  character,  handed  down  by  hia  children 
and  neighbors  from  generation  to  generation,  is  that  he 
was  a  man  of  fine  physique,  about  si.x  feet  tall,  of  dignified 
bearing  and  good  manners,  cordial  and  hospitable,  and 
one  who  enjoyed  the  pleasures  of  social  life.  He  was 
noted  ns  a  man  of  energy,  industry  and  business  capacity, 
whose  judgment  was  consulted  in  private  and  public 
affairs.  ...  ,

-  Robert  Jeffries  was  a  cousin  of  Judge  George  Jeffries, 
Baron  of  Wem,  Chief  Justice  under  King  Charles  II,  and 
Lord  Chancellor  of  England  under  King  James  II,  and 
who  died  a  prisoner  in  the  Tower  of  London  in  1CS9.

It  is  dated  Aug.  4th,  1738,  and  is  now  on  record  in  the 
Court  of  Chester  County,  as  are  other  papers  of  the  Jef¬ 
fries  Family.  •  ^  —  .  .  .  .. 

The  will  w'as  probated  in  that  Court  on  April  19th,  1739, 
by  “Jo;  Parker,  Deputy  Register."  The  cost  of  probate

The  paper  size  of  the  will  is  described  in  the  wdll  as 
being  “written  upon  one  sheer  of  Paper  in  three  Pages  in 
Folio."  It  is  a  lengthy  document,  occupying  about  from 
4  to  6  pages  of  what  is  nevr  known  as  “legal  cap"  paper. 

The  three  witnesses  who  proved  the  will  were  Joseph 
Taylor,  Benj,  Taylor  and  William  Lowery.  The  Executors 
appointed  (as  named  in  the  will)  w’ere  his  wife  Anne  and 
Joseph  Webb.  The  Appraisers  of  his  personal  property 
were  Richard  Woodward  and  William  Temple.  Anthony 
Arnold  "^was  appointed  Guardian  of  his  one  minor  child, 
•Richard.  -  -  - 

Notwithstanding  that  he  had  his  life  time  bestowed  the 
bulk  of  his  property  upon  his  children,  he  died  possessed 
of  considerable  personal  estate  for  those  days,  the  last  of 
which — 24G£;  173 ;  10 ->4  d — was  distributed  to  heirs  by 

“final  settlement^’  of  his  estate  made  by  the  executors  May 
28th,  1742,  as  is  shown  by  the  records  of  the  Court. 

To  his  youngest  son  Richard  he  gave  part  of  the  home¬ 
stead  land;  and  in  his  will,  after  giving  his  wife  certain 
household  edects,  live  stock  and  money,  he  said; 

“I  bequeath  unto  my  said  beloved  wife  Anne  the  priv¬ 
ilege  of  abiding,  dwelling  and  inhabiting  in  the  Mansion 
Home  wherein  she  and  I  together  dwell  at  this  present 
time,  during  the  time  she  shall  remain  a  widow,  for  the 
better  subsistence  of  her  and  my  son  Richard.”  •  '  ■ 

'  His  “wareing  apparrill,"  “gold  ring,"  “silver  shoebuck- 
les,"  “purss,"  etc. — “divided  among  his  children"  as  keep¬ 
sakes — were  appraised  at  1‘9£:153."
